KNOXVILLE. Term. 


April 1—(Special to The Volette) —Word was 
received here this morning of the passage of a bill providing for the 
expenditure of a quarter million dollars on a building program for The 
University of Tennessee Junior College. The bill has been signed by 
Governor Browning. 

The bill was passed by both the 
house and the Senate and signed by 
the Governor within ninety minutes 
of its introduction. Fifty-five minutes 
were required for the reading of the 
bill. 

The passage of the measure came 
as something of a surprise, although 
those in the know on Capitol Hill say 
that it has been in preparation sec¬ 
retly for sometime. Administration 
forces were solidly behind the bill. 

The bill provides for a new admin¬ 
istration building for the Junior Col¬ 
lege. This building will cost in the 
neighborhood of $175,000.00, and will 
coiver approximately two acres. It 
will house the executive and business 
offices, the Junior College branch of 
the U. S. Post Office, the Cooperative 
Book Store, and the Library. It will 
also contain an auditorium capable of 
seating 4,500 people.

FACULTY SKETCHES

(Editor’s note; This is the first of a 

series of interviews of the faculty 

members .) 

Mr. Harry Harrison Kroll had the 
misfortune of being the first profes¬ 
sor to be interviewed. However, after 
your humble scribe explained bis in¬ 
tentions, he was very cooperative in 
the matter. 

Mr. Kroll was bom at an early age 
and spent much of his infant life as 
you and I. He moved to a point near 
Dyersburg when he was five years 
old. He spent most of his childhood 
life there and worked for his father 
on the farm. He started to write 
when he was nine year old and has 
been at it ever since. His ambition 
from childhood was to be a writer. 
This ambition was fully realized sev¬ 
eral years ago when he gained nat¬ 
ional prominence iwith the appear¬ 
ance of "The Cabin in the Cotton.’’
